Chapter 279. 


An Act to authorize the City of Quincy to 
construct a System of Sewerage. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

SEecTION 1. The city of Quincy is here- 
by authorized to adopt and construct from 
time to time a system or systems of sewer- 
age and sewage disposal, substantially in 
accordance with genera! plans which may 
be adopted by the city council of said city 
and approved by the staje board of health 
and is authorized to tonnect all or any of 
said systems of sewerage with the sewers or 
sewerage system or systems of the city of 
Boston, the town of Hyde Park, the town of 
Milton, or of the Metropolitan district, for 
the purpose of disposing of sewage through 
the same; and is authorized to make con- 
tracts with said city, towns or districts for 
that purpose, or to contract with the town 
of Milton to furnish a sufficient outlet for 
the sewerage systems of said town; and in 
such case said town shall have and may 
exercise within said city of Quincy all the 
powers prescribed in section three thereof, 
so far as necessary to urable it to connect 
its sewerage systems with the sewerage 
system of Quincy. The compensativn to 
be paid by said town, after the first five 
years, for furnishing such outlet, if not 
agreed on, suall be fixed at iutervals of 
five years, by three commissiners to be 
appointed by the supreme judical court, 
to which court their award shall be re- 
turned. The exclusive authority to con- 
struct, lay, maintain, repair, alter and 
operate ail sewers and diains embraced 
within such system or systems, and such 
other works as may be required to be con- 
structed, maintained and operated for a 
system of sewage disposal for said city of 
Quincy, shall be vested in a board of sew- 
erage commissioners, to be appointed as 
hereinafter provided: provided, however, 
that said commissioners from time to time, 
whenever any section of said system or 
systems is completed and put in success- 
ful operation, shall, upon request of the 
mayor, transfer the management, opera- 
tion and contro! of the same to the com- 
missioner of public works of said city of 
Quincy; and thereafier said commissioner 
shall bave exclusive authority to maintain, 
repair, alter and operate such section; 
and provided, further, that whenever said 
system or systems shall be substantially 
completed and put in successful operation 
said commissioners, upon written request 
of the mayor, shall transfer the same to 
said commissioner of public works; and 
thereupon the powers of said board of 
sewerage commissioners shall cease and 
all of its powers shall be vested in, and all 
of its duties imposed upon, said commis- 
sioner of public works. Said commission- 
ers shall make all contracts for the above 
purposes in the name and behalf of the 
city of Quincy, but no contract shall be 
made by them which involves the expen- 
diture of money not already appropriated 
for the purpose by the municipal govern- 
ment of said Quincy. 


Section 2. Said board shall consist of 
three commissioners, who shall be citizens 
of said city of Quincy and shall be ap 
pointed by the mayor as soon as prac'icable 
after this act shall have been accepted by 
the voters of said city of Quincy as here- 
inafiter provided; they shall hold their 
« flices respectively until the expiration of 
one, two and three years from the first 
Monday in February next proceeding their 
appointment, and until their respective 
successors have been appointed and quali- 
fied, unless they shall sooner resign or be 
removed for cause as hereinafter provided; 
and thereafter in January in each succeed- 
ing municipal year one peron shall be so 
appointed a member of said board, who 
shall hold office for three years from the 
first Monday in February next ensuing and 
until his successor has been appointed 
and qualified, unless his duties are sooner 
terminated as hereinafter provided. Ap- 
poiatments to fill vacancies which may 
occar by death, resignation or otherwise 
shall be made without delay by the mayor, 
and he may remove auy sewerage commis- 
sioner from office for the causes and in the 
manner provided in section twenty-seven 
of chapter three hundred and forty-seven 
of the acts of the year eighteen hundred 
aud eighty-eight. Said commissioners 
shall have such office room and clerical 
assistance and shall receive such com- 
pensation as the city council from time 
to time may determine. 


Secrion 3. Said board of commis- 
sioners, acting in behalf of said city of 
Quincy, shall have full power to take by 
purchase or otherwise, for the purposes 
aforesaid, any lands, flats, water rights, 
rights of way or easements in said city of 
Quincy necessary for the establishment cf 
such system or systems of sewerage and 
sewage disposal, and for main drains and 
common sewers, if any, not included in 
such system or systems, together with the 
outlet or outlets for the discharge of the 
sewage into tide water, and the connec- 
tions therewith; and may divert streams 
or water courses, Many construct sewers 
under or over any water course, street, 
bridge, enbankment, railroad, highway or 
other way, in such manner as nol un- 
necessarily to obstruct the same, and may 
enter upon and dig up any private Jand or 
street for the purposes of laying sach sewers 
beneath the surface thereof, and of main- 
taining and repairing the same, and may 
do any other thing necessary or proper ip 
executing the purposes of this act. 


Srecrion 4. Said board shall, within 
thirty days after its selection of any lands, 
flats, water rights, rights of way, ease- 
ments or other property to be purchased or 
taken under this act, file or cause to be re- 

}corded in the registry of deeds for the 
county of Norfolk a description thereof

—Grand Chancellor James H. Flint has 
appointed George W. Penniman, a native 
of this city, as a grand instructor.

There are few 
things more distressing than to see a 
drunken woman and any act which may 
tend to put a stop to such scenes will com- 
mend itself to every thinking man.— Wal- 
tham Free Press. 


—There is to be held in Boston July 
30 and 31, a conference of educated and 
well-informed colored women from all 
parts of the United States. 


—The new congressional library at 
Washington, D.C., will be elaborately 
decorated in sculpture. There will be 
busts and statues in both bronze and 
granite, with bronze doors ornamented 
with relief and a number of symbolical 
statues in plaster. These latter will en- 
circle the base of the inner dome, 60 feet 
from the marble flooring, and consequently 
will be of heroic size, eight in number, 
and rising against the spandrels between 
eight arches they will be imposing and 
conspicuous to the spectators in the central 
hall. 
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—The colored masons of Massachusetts 
dedicated in Boston last week, with great 
ceremony, a monument to the memory of 
the founder of the first African lodge of 
masons in America. 


—The girl who affects a sailor hat should 
make it a point to consult a looking glass 
as often as possible. Nine women out of 
ten one meets on the street have their hats 
horribly askew. Women of forty, by the 
way, should never attempt the sailor hat ; 
it serves but to accentuate the flight of 
youth, 


—A gentle female has written Gov. 
Greenhalge a letter asking him if she 
“can’t shoot lawyers in the night.” 
Certainly, my dear. ‘here is no law ex- 
empting lawyers from being shot at night 
or any other time, any more than any other 
class of deserving and philanthropic 
citizens. 


—A Presbyterian minister, Rev. Roland

gested, moreover, that cobblestone streets 
could be made into good bicycle routes at 
small expense by covering them with a 
coat of asphalt. He said wheelmen would 
be welcome to come to his church on their 
machines, and the bicycles would be cared 
for during service. Asa means of giving 
women strength and independence and 
“freeing them from the slavery of the 
skirt’ there was nothing like it. 


—If everything has worked as the sta- 
tisticians think it has, this old world is 
peopled by 1,000,000 more human beings 
than it was in July 1804.

—The United States District court has 
refused to compel Editor Dana of the New 
York Sun to go to Washington to answer 
a charge of libel. The pretext was, that as 
the Sun was circulated in the District of 
Columbia the alleged libel was perpetrated 
there. This decision is valuable as guar- 
ranteeing one right of a free press. If our 
legislatures will now pass a law making it 
impossible for shyster lawyers to try to 
blackmail reputable newspapers there will 
be a still larger gain —Franklin Press. 


Electric Railroads, 


The New York, New Haven, & Hartford 

railroad company, is likely to be the first 
in America to equip its line with electric 
motive power for long distance travel. 
Railroad men all over the country are talk- 
ing of the experiments made within the 
last few dayson the Nantasket branch of 
the road and many of them agree that the 
steam road is doomed, in view of the re- 
sults attained. With heavy trains a speed 
of from sixty to eighty miles an hour has 
been proven to be possible. 
The trolly system is used, with a motor 
car of extraordinary power. The poles of 
the trolley line are set with unusually care- 
with such geometrical precision iu fact, as 
to secure absolutely perfect alignment; that 
is to say, a person standing directly behind 
one pole cannot see another pole until the 
line curves. There is one such stretch 
nearly a mile long between Point Allerton 
and Nantasket. 

The poles are set in wooden caissons five 
feet deep and three feet wide, the space be- 
tween the poles and caissons being filled in 
with cementconcrete. The erection of the 
poles in this manner dispenses with all 
necessity for guy wires. The tracks are 
fifteen feet apart from centre to centre, 
ard between them is the single row of 
poles upon which are supported the 
cables and trolley wire cross arms, 

Tke motor cars look like baggage cars 
with a cowcatcher in front. They weigh 
about 60,000 pounds apiece, Each is sup- 
plied with powerful air brakes, a fifteen 
inch gong, and a chime whistle worked 
with compressed air. 

Experiments made recently showed that 
a load equal toa train of seven passenger 
cars could be started quickly and without a 
jolt, and run at any speed desired from 
twenty miles to eighty miles an hour. In 
a freight train test, the motor car dragged 
eleven heavily-loaded freight cars without 
a quiver, and with plenty of power to spare 
the train was run at the rate of twenty-five 
milesan hour. Afterward the same result 
was cblained with five more heavily-loaded 
freight cars added, increasing the haul to 
more than 450 tons. 

The Nantasket branch is only seven 
miles long, but experiments have been so 
succes:ful that there is every probability 
that before long electricity will have dis- 
placed steam on the whole of the New 
York, New Haven, and Hartford road. 
Other railro: ds will be sure to follow suit, 
and then at last it will be possible to travel 
rapidly and without the annoyances of 
cinders, smoke, and noise.—Somerville 
Journal, 


Have You a Roman Nose? 


The Roman nose is the nose of the con- 
queror, says a writer in The Boston Sun- 
day Herald. The Greek represents art, 
science and love of peace. Itis pre-em- 
inertly the most beautiful nose. The 
Jewish nose signifies power of acquiring 
wealth. The Greek for pure beauty 
stands first among noses. It is strength, 
and seen in profile the outline of the 
Greek nose forms a continuation almost 
without curve or deviation of vhe lioe 
of the forebead, straight, fine, delicate, 
but neither sharp nor blunted, at the tip. 
The Greek nose denotes artistic taste, 
great refinement, love of the beautiful, 
a contented mind, a peaceful disposi- 
tion. The Greek faced woman will suf- 
fer agonies before she rebels. Ounce, 
however, she does revolt, she is a very 
queen in her power of endurance, and 
will bear quietly the torture which quickly 
reduces the lower class of noses to cringing 


slavery. You need not look for slave's 
blood in the woman with a pure Greek 
profile ; be sure after one glance that you 
are in the presence of royalty, no matter 
under what disguise. The Virgin Mother 
has always been depicted with a straight, 
delicate Greek nose. Zenobia, the Niobe, 
Hygeia, goddess of health and beauty ; 
Juno, all have the same straight Greek 
nose. Among contemporaneous women, 
H. R. H., the incomparable Alexandra, 
Princess of Wales, has a Greek nose, and 
an almost perfectly pure Greek profile.

‘The Greek nose lacks the aggressive quali- 
ties of either the Roman or Jewish nose, 

In a man a Greek nose denotes love of 
art, poetry and frequently an exalted re- 
ligious tendency. Rev. Morgan Dix has 
the Greek nose, with the rather long upper 
lip and firmly closed mouth, indicating 
great refinement, leaning toward asceticism 
and capacity for great endurance. The 
upper part of Mr. Dix’s face is strongly 
indicative of ideality. Martyrs bave had 
this cast of features, and have died for a 
cause without a word. Phillips Brooks 
had a Greek nose, straight and clean cut 
asa Greek cameo, He, too, would have 
died for the cause he loved, if, indeed, he 
did not in the reckless pouring out of bis 
strength which resulted in his too early 
death ; but Bishop Brooks had the jaw and 
chin which could oot let him be a passive 
force. Had he been martyred he would 
have spoken with his last breath in burn- 
ing eloquence for bis glorious cause. 

A small Greek nose upon a man’s face 
always gives an expression of weakness, 
greatly intensified by an _ indifferently 
formed or retreating chin, and further 
weakened in indications for moral strength 
ifthere beadimple. Byron had a Greek 
nose with a too yielding mouth and a 
dimpled chin. The smal! Greek-nosed 
man of this type has little self-control. He 
is often brilliant, but will be apt to degen- 
erate into a dissipated but usually gentle- 
manly failure. Byron and Raphael had 
Greek noses. The former had a yielding 
mouth and chin, the latter a much more 
determined base to his face. Byron was a 
genius, but he made asad muddle of his 
own and many other lives. It is noted 
that a Greek nose is invariably in art com- 
mon to pretty women, fairies, angels and 
saints—never to demons, witches or gob- 
lins. A number of actors bave the Greek 
nose, which indicates love of art, and have 
undoubtedly chosen their proper vocation. 
Kelcey and Kyrle Bellew, for example, 
John Drew, on the contrary, bas a Roman 
nose and the virility which usually accom- 
panies that feature. Kelcey and Bellew 
make quiet lovers, but John Drew in love 
is a real Shakespearian swain and ‘sighs 
like furnace.’’— Boston Sunday Herald.

Tron for Orange Trees. 

We are pleased to notice that Geo. W. 
_| Prescott of Highland, Cal., a gentleman 
whom we became acquainted with a few 
| years ago while en route to the National 
Press Association convention at San 
Francisco, has recently taken the medal 
for the best box of packed oranges at the 
late California State Citrus fair. 

The Producer says he has been experi- 
meating with iron fillings in his young 
orchard. Being master mechanic of the 
Santa Fe system in southern California at 
San Bernardino, he knew more about iron 
filings than he did about guano or any 
other fertilizer, and knowing thata certain 
amount of iron in the soil was essential to 
a healthy growth of a tree and the pro- 
duction of fruit he put five pounds of this 
material around each tree, and as a result 
he has highly colored oranges where before 
he had a pale colored fruit. 

The cost is insignificant. A thousand 
trees on ten acres will require 5,000 pounds 
of filings, which costs $4 per tor—$10 for 
the entire orchard. Of course this appli- 
cation of iron is not intended to supersede 
all other fertilizers, but simply to supple- 
ment them in order to give a good color to 
the fruit and enable the grower to put an 
attractive orange on the market, and 
incidentally to assist him occasionally in 
winning a gold medal,

ALWAYS ON HAND. 


STRAWBERRY SHERBET. To one quart 
of berries add one pound of sugar and 
juice of two lemons. Mash and set aside 
an hour, then add one quart of water, 
strain and freeze. 


Banana Ice CREAM. Pare and mash 
eight bananas. Put one pint of cream in 
boiler and when hot add one-half pound of 
sugar, stir until dissolved, then put aside 
to cool. Beat and stir bananas to smooth 
paste, add to the cream and sugar; then 
add another pint of cream, Turn into 
freezer and freeze. 


STRAWBERRY GELATINE. Take a paper 
of gelatine and soak it as usual, adding 
one quart of water with sugar and the 
juice of one lemon, Have a quart of 
strawberries sugared and left standing for 
about two hours, crush them and rub them 
through a sieve and pour over them 
through the sieve the gelatine. Whip up 
a pint and a half of cream, stirring it into 
the gelatine, when put it into a form and 
set iton ice. You may serve witb or with- 
out cream. 


Ciam Fritrers. These are made 
either from the clams chopped and added 
to the batter, or from the whole clams. 
The batter is to made of a pint of milk, a 
pint of flour, three eggs, and a pinch of 
salt. First beat the whites of the eggs 
stiff, then add one yolk at a time and beat, 
adding the milk and flour alternately, and 
a little melted butter, or a teaspoonful of 
olive oi!. Take batter sufficient to cover 
one clam, and drop by the spoonful into 
the boiling lard or beef fat. 


MELON SALAD. Slice the melon, lay 
slices of onion between, strew with salt and 
pepper, and cover it up for half an bour, 
Remove the onion before serving, and 
dress with pepper, salt, cayenre, and one 
teaspoonful of lemon juice to one table- 
spoonful of vinegar, and two of oil. Mix 
the three later together, and pour over the 
salad. 


Friep CLams. Lay them on a coarse 
towel, that the water may be absorbed, 
and then roll them in fine Indian meal, 
into which bas been mixed some cayenne 
pepper and a little celery salt. Drop them 
into boiling fat, and lay them on a brown 
paper to prevent their being greasy when 
sent to the table. They can also be dipped 
in beaten egg, and then rolled in fine 
cracker crumbs, and fried as oysters are.

The Early Apples. 


Farmers who have convenient access to 
large markets will do well to plant a part 
of their new orchards to some early variety 
like the Astrachan or Williams. The 
Astracban is a great money maker. It 
bears a fair crop every year, not every 
other year, and its fine large, bright-red 
fruit coming into market the last of July, 
is eagerly bought up for cooking purposes. 
It isa very sour apple, but many people 
are fond of it also as a table fruit. Its 
only defect is a liability to grow watery at 
the core. The tree is a vigorous grower 
and bears young. The Williams apple has 
most of the good points of the Astrachan 
and is better flavored and not liable to 
suftening at the core. Being a table fruit, 
it is somewhat too attractive to thieves 
when planted in thickly settled districts. 
Early apples are quite uniform in fruit 
year after year and any active farmer can 
usually peddle them out for a dollar a 
bushel, and even the windfalls bring a 
fair price instead of going to the cider 
mills as do the culls of winter varieties. In 
most of our towns of 500 or more inhab- 
itants there are never half enough early 
apples to meet the demand. 


It is great fun to work in the garden, 
if you don’t have to do it, but the small 
boy who has been set to work pulling weeds 
can’t realize it. 

An electric weed killer is the latest 
novelty, the current being generated on the 
car, passing out through a brush and from 
thence itis brought in contact with the 
weeds. The circuit is completed threugh 
the car and the ground. Very interesting, 
but not likely to drive hoes off the farm 
just yet. 


A Mr. Wood, who lives near Hood's 
mill, owns a very peculiar milch cow. She 
is just an ordinary black cow, but is so 
much attached to Mr. Hood’s children that 
she does not like to be separated from them. 
lf the children are at home, the cow will 
stay in a pasture with fence three feet high;

This gentleman being in Quincy a few 
years since, after an absence from the town 
the greater part of his lifetime, stated, 
these millstones (which are still resting 
upon the Veazie estate) to be the original 
millstones that did service in grinding for 
the earliest inhabitants. Should the 
gentleman’s statement be authenticated, 
our Historical society might desire to ob- 
tain and preserve them.

Washing Silk Waists. 


Wash silk waists do not always wash 
well because of ignorance of the proper 
way of laundering them, Add a teaspoon- 
ful of borax to some lukewarm water and 
enough nice white soap to make a weak 
suds. Rub through the hands carefully 
and, instead of wringing, draw the silk 
through the tightly clasped hand. If all 
dirt has not been taken out wash again, 
tben rinse in several waters to which have 
been added a pinch of borax or a half- 
dozen drops of ammonia. Do not let the 
silk become quite dry before ironing, then 
use a moderately hot iron as a very hot 
one will scorch the silk.

Lemperauce. 


RASPBERRY SHERBET. Add one pound 
sugar and juice of two lemons to one quart 
of raspberries, stir and set aside one hour, 
then mash, adding one quart of water. 
Strain and freeze. 


Rep RasPBERRY JELLY. To make 
fine raspberry jelly, use half red currants 
and half raspberries, Heat and mash in 
the kettle and squeeze gently. To every 
pint of juice use twelve ounces of sugar. 
Three quarts of fruit will make five glasses. 


CurRRANT WINE. Squeeze the juice 
from the currants, and to each quart of 
juice add half a gallon of water and three 
pounds of brown sugar. Proceed as for 
blackberry wine. All wines should be 
made with soft water. 


PINEAPPLE Jam. To one pound of 
grated pineapple put three-quarters of a 
pound of sugar. Boil three-quarters of an 
hour, stirring all the while, then boil 
slowly three-quarters of an hour without 
stirring, being careful not to burn. 


BLACKBERRY JAM. Allow half a 
poucd of sugar to three-quarters of a pound 
of fruit. Mash the fruit and sugar well 
together before putting them into the 
kettle. After putting them on the fire stir 
constantly, as it requires constant atten- 
tion to prevent burning. When it begins 
to thicken add a little dried lemon peel to 
season, and, when nearly done, a small 
portion of currant jelly. 


A FreNCcH SALAD FOR THE SUMMER. 
Cut up a pound of cold beef into thin 
slices and put them into a salad bowl with 
about half the quantity of white, fresh 
lettuce torn in pieces. Season with a good 
teaspoonful of salt, half a teaspoonful of 
black pepper, two tablespoonfuls of vine- 
gar and four of oil, tis an improvement 
to add a little onion juice and a table- 
spoonful of chopped parsley.

It is therefore the second largest bell in 
the city, and of a rich musical sound. It 
is suitably inscribed and was photographed 
Thursday. 

The bell will be rung for the services 
on Sunday, and after a new plan for 
Quincy. For the morning service at 10.30 
it will ring at 10 for five minutes; at 10.15 
for four minutes and at 10.30 for three 
minutes.

John L. Souther’s Will, 


H. O. Souther, executor, has carried to 
court the will of John L. Souther fora 
| legal determination of the instruction there- 
jin, It came up Tuesday before Judge 
Alien of the supreme court, and is thus re- 
| ported by the Record: 

J. L. Souther, who was a shipwright, 
| died at Quincy, Oct. 18, 1891, at the age of 
| 86 years, leaving four sons. He lett a will 
dated March 2%, 1879, and a codicil to it 
| dated March 9, 1882, which have furnished 
| the foundation for the present case. 
| The will contains this clause: ‘* Sec- 
ondly, the residue and remainder after 
all notes and accounts are paid, to be 
divided equaily between my four sons ; 
alway remember that each son or their 
representative must take as a part of 
their portion the notes and accounts as 
kept recorded and settled up by myself 
every six mouths, showing the total 
amount due at that date (‘urn over) 
then standing on my bvok, and should 
either of my sons dispute or in any way 
try to make trouble or deny their in- 
debtedness as there recorded by me on 
|my book, then I bereby give that son or 
sons only the smallest sum the law will 
allow of one dollar, and let his share 


be divided equally among the other 
| heirs, 
“To my son, J. S. Souther, one-fourth 


part, or his heirs. ‘To my son, F. L. 
Souther, or his wife her natural life, the 
income of one-fourth part, at her decease 
to her children; priucipal income, etc., 
G. G. Souther, one fourth part or his heirs. 
H. O. Soutber or his heirs, one fourth part, 
and in case of the decease of either of my 
sons the income of said one-fourth part to 
| go for the use of the wife of the said son 
| her life, then to their children, always re- 
membering that the icdebveduess of each 
son must be a part of his portion of my 
estate, be it more or less, as recorded in 


my book.” 
In his codicil the testator provided 
that J. S. Souther shall pot draw any 


portion from bis esta'e until he pays H. 
O Souther all that he owes the latter. 

The will and codicil taken in connec’ ion 
with his book referred to present a bauneb 
of knotty legal conundrums, The estate 
| amounts to about $7000, and book contains 
}accounts against all the sons, save F, L. 
| Scuther, which are so p-culiarly defined as 
to make them of doubiful meaning, 
whether they were intended as gifts or as 
loans. 

It is also a legal question whether the 
accounts referred to are incorporated as 
a part of the will or not; and also whether 
the will is operative upon such of the items 
as were made subsequent to its execution, 
Questions of interest also arise; and if the 
items are to be set off against the share of 
each son fixed by the will, then the ques- 
tion arises as to what was the amount of 
the indebtedness due the testator.

In deciding any questions relative to the 
welfare of the beneficiaries of the Lustitu- 
tion, he always took the kindest, the most 
lenient side. He was as direct in his 
courtesy to the humblest dweller in the 
Home, as he was to any of the prominent 
gentlemen who’ with him, controlled it. 
His religious nature dictated kindness that 
the world knows not; and seldom does the 
light go out of a whiter public life, or of a 
life valued to those who knew him well, 
than died to the world, after the protrac- 
ted, useful life of Alexander H, Rice.

Souther Will Case, 


The Boston Advertiser reports Judge 
Allen’s decision in the supreme court 
Tuesday, in the case of H. O. Souther, 
executor, vs. J. S. Souther et al, which 
involved the meaning of the peculiar will 
of the late J. L. Souther of Quincy.

on the indebtedness.

Among the Granite Workers. 


There are many handsome memorials 
at Mt, Wollaston cemetery, but there are 
few tbat will attract more attention than 
the sarcophagus monument erected on the 
Hardwick lot in the new part last week by 
C. BH. Hardwick & Co. It is a massive 
structure and is of Hardwick's best Quincy 
granite and was cut al that firm’s works in 
this city. 

It consists of three bases, a die, plinth | 
and cap. The bottom base is of fine cut} 
work beveled and is 8 01x5-4. The second | 
and third bases are beveled and are polished 
on four sides, 

On the four corners of the die are highly 
polished colamns with carved capitals, and [ 
on tbe front in a panel is the name 
“ Hardwick’? in raised polished old 
English letters. The four sides of the} 
plinth are exquisitively carved and are very 
bandsome, while the four sides of the cap 
are polished and the top is fine cut work. 
Ou the front there is a fiight of three steps 
cut from one block of granite the balus- 
trade being polished. Besides the monu- 
ment itself four handsome markers have 
been placed on the lot.

Give the Fly a Chance. 

G. P. Yule of Clinton, Iowa, writes to the 
Scientific American the following facts 
about flies: 

I have five windows in my office and 
would like to tell your readers how to put 
in window screens and not have any flies 
in their rooms. Give the fly a chance aud 
he will go out, First place the frame on 
the outside of the window, the wire to be 
on the inside of the frame, Nail on the 
moulding at each side and at the bottom to 
cover the ends of the wires, but let the 
wire cloth extend over and nail oa the top 
of the frame. Put no moulding at the top 
on the inside. If you give the flies a 
chance, they will alight on the screens, and 
walk up and out. Take any common win- 
dow screen and place it on the outside, but 
instead of closing the space at the top, 
take a hammer and pull the top moulding 
off from the screen; let the space then be 
opened between the top of the screen and 
the sash. When you draw down the win- 
dow shade half way, or down to the top of 
the screen, and the open space thus left 
across its top, you will see the flies go to- 
ward the light walk up the screen and go 
out. All the flies that come in from the 
screen door when it is opened go to the 
window screens and thus go out. 


Water Ices. 

Water ices are inexpensive, delicious 
and seasonable, They are a trifle more 
troublesome to make and require a much 
lesser 
cost is more than compensation. The 
recipe given is for lemon ice, but with the 
variations of a little less sugar and of 
different fruits, it may be used with either 
pineapples, raspberries, straw- 
berries, cherries and currants. A sherbet 
may be made by adding, just before 
packing to ripen, the white of an egg 
beaten to a stiff froth, into which bas been 
mixed a tablespoon ful of fine sugar. 

To wake the lemon water ice, boil for 
five minutes exactly one quart of water 
and one pound and a quarter of white 
sugar, to which has been added the rind of 
three lemons and of one orange. Remove 
whatever scum arises and strain the syrup 
whiie hot through a muslin bag. When 
cool mix the juice of four lemons and of 
one orange with the syrup; strain a second 
time and freeze.— Ladies’ Home Journal.

A LOCAL IMPROVEMENT society is a 
worthy institution and may do good work 
for a community along various lines. An 
association can accomplish much where an 
individual would fail, and not by force or 
threats, but by showing that there is a 
public need of this or that improvement, 
rather than an individual wish, It is not 
the work of such an association merely to 
find fault with existing circumstances 
generally, but to work along some definite 
lines, Not simply to point out that this or 
that should be done, but strive to do it 
with or without help. If the Houghs 
Neck Improvement Association believes 
that a ten-cent fare on the street railway is 
working a great injury to Houghs Neck it 
should calla meeting of the residents to 
discuss the matter. Petitions, committees 
and #rzument to the company may con- 
vince them of their error. If street lights 
are deemed necessary the association might 
establish a few and later ask the city to 
maintain them. If better streets are de- 
sired they should be put in condition for 
acceptance by the city. If better fire pro- 
tection is demanded show wherein it may 
be supplied and petition the city. 

The newspapers will cooperate with 
such an association heartily, but it is quite 
another thing to attempt to capture the 
city government and force matters, and in 


this case foolish to attempt it, Whether 
Houghs Neck pays a tax of $8,000 we don’t 
know, but suppose it does, It does not 
follow that this sum or one-half of it shal! 
be spent there. One-half of the tax levy 
goes to the support of the schools, and all 
property owners must pay their share 
whether they have school childien or not. 
The payments on the purchase of water 
plant, the interest, and maintenance is 
another large item and it is idle for 
“*Manet’’ to say that Houghs Neck has 
already paid its share. The present num- 
ber of water takers at the beach will hardly 
pay for the maintenance of hydrants there 
at $35 each per year. It is not sufficient to 
pay the interest on the cost of the exten- 
sion but the maturing water debt and 
future enlargements of the source of 
supply, maintenance, ete. 

Iv isthe custom for other parts of the 
city to petition for street improvements 
street lights, etc., and why not Houghs 
Neck? ‘Manet’ writes, ‘“‘we have no 
grievance against the present Mayor.’’ It 
is possible they have no grievance at all. 
If they are not receiving their share of the 
appropriations the responsibility certainly 
rests largely with the Mayor, for the sums 
he recommends are appropriated and they 
are spent by officers appointed solely by him, 
and responsible alone to him, If Quincy 
is making a profit out of Houghs Neck, it 
will all be needed in a few years to build 
that four mile boulevard.

A few years ago the number of granite 
firms in Quincy could be counted by the 
fingers on the hands but now they number 
over one hundred, 

McDonnell! & Sons the old reliable firm is 
fairly busy. Their work can be seen in 
nearly every cemetery in the country. 

A beautiful sarcophagus of 
granite has been erected in Forest Hills 
cemetery, by Mrs. Barber, over the graves 
of the late James K. Barber and his son, 
Clifton Nicholas Barber. The memorial 
is five feet six inches high, has a 4 by 6 
base, and coat of arms, appropriate in- 
scriptions and Masonic emblems.

John Hancock Memorial. 


The memoria! to John Hancock, the first 
Governor of Massachusetts under the Con- 
stitution, it seems is not to be erected 
without a protest agaiost the design 
selected says the Post, 

Designs were called for and quite a num- 
ber were selected, but to the surprise of the 
advocates of the memorial, the committee, 
instead of making a selection on its own 
account, called in Mr. Charles M. McKim 
of New York to decide which was the best 
design, 

Mr, J. A. Schweinfurth’s design was the 
one finally selected, and now it seems a 
protest is to made with the executive 
against its erection. 

Iv is given out that there were a number 
of more tasteful designs submitted, and 
one of them, the work of McDonnell & 
Sons of Quincy. Mr. Thomas H. McDon- 
nell, when seen by a Post reporter, declared 
that it seemed very strange to hii that the 
committee could not have made a selection 
on its own account, particularly in view of 
the fact that Architect McKim bad already 
been subjected by the people of Boston to 
more or less criticism, 

Mr. McDonnell also declared that to bis 
mind Quincy granite would have been 
much more preferable than Tennessee 
marble, since Hancock's birthplace was in 
Quincy. 

A protest will probably be entered with 
the Executive Council at its next meeting, 
whether it will avail anything or not.

Barn House Destroyed. 


The alarm from Box 49 at 11.25 Sunday 
night called the department for the third 
time this year to a fire in the old house 
situated on West street owned by E. V.

When the department arrived the tire 
had made good headway and the nearest 
hydrant was at Larry place over 1500 feet 
away and water had to be forced up hill, 
which presented in a measure the depart- 
ment doing its usual good wovk. By the 
time the fire was extinguished the building 
was badly gutted but as the building was 
an old one the loss will not be over $500, 
which is fully covered by insurance.

To Drive Away Flies. 


“Tnever use window screens,” said a

A LOCAL IMPROVEMENT society is a 
worthy institution and may do good work 
for a community along various lines, An 
association can accomplish mucb where an 
individual would fail, and not by force or 
threats, but by showing that there is a 
public need of this or that improvement, 
rather than an individual wish. It is not 
the work of such an association merely to 
find fault with existing circumstances 
generally, but to work along some definite 
lines. Not simply to point out that this or 
that should be done, but strive to do it 
with or without help. If the Houghs 
Neck Improvement Association believes 
that a ten-cent fare on the street railway is 
working a great injury to Houghs Neck it 
should call a meeting of the residents to 
discuss the matter. Petitions, committees 
and erzument to the company may con- 
vince them of their error. If street lights 
are deemed necessary the association might 
establish a few and later ask the city to 
maintain them. If better streets are de- 
sired they should be put in condition for 
acceptance by the city. If better fire pro- 
tection is demanded show wherein it may 
be supplied and petition the city. 

The newspapers will cooperate with 
such an association heartily, but it is quite 
anotber thing to attempt to capture the 
city government and force matters, and in 
this case foolish to attempt it. Whether 
Houghs Neck pays a tax of $8,000 we don’t 
know, but suppose it does, It does not 
follow that this sum or one-half of it shal! 
be spent there. One-half of the tax levy 
goes to the support of the schools, and all 
property owners must pay their share 
whether they have school childien or not. 
The payments on the purchase of water 
plant, the interest, and maintenance is 
another Jarge item and it is idle for 
‘*Manet” to say that Houghs Neck has 
already paid its share. The present num- 
ber of water takers at the beach will hardly 
pay for the maintenance of hydrants there 
at $35 each per year. It is not sufficient to 
pay the interest on the cost of the exten- 
sion but the maturing water debt and 
future enlargements of the source of 
supply, maintenance, etc. 

It is the custom for other parts of the 
city to petition for street improvements 
street lights, etc., and why not Houghs 
Neck? ‘*Manet’’ writes, “‘we have no 
grievance against the present Mayor.” It 
is possible they have no grievance at all. 
If they are not receiving their share of the 
appropriations the responsibility certainly 
rests largely with the Mayor, for the sums 
he recommends are appropriated and they 
are spent by officers appointed solely by him, 
and responsible alone to him, If Quincy 
is making a profit out of Houghs Neck, it 
will all be needed in a few years to build 
that four mile boulevard,

The Park and Downs Union Society Have Prepared 
Plans for New Edifice. 


Ata special meeting of the ‘Park and 
Downs Union society,’’ held on Tuesday 
evening of this week, it was voted to ap- 
prove the plans of chapel, prepared by Mr. 
Charles F. Marr, under the direction of the 
board of trustees, and to authorize the 
trustees to proceed to build as soon as the 
necessary funds can be raised. The lot of 
land owned by the society, faces the east 
on Rawson road, has a frontage of eighty- 
five feet, and is quite near the site pur- 
chased by the city for a new school house. 
The designs call for a wooden structure, 
rectangular in sbape, giving a seating 
capacity of two hundred in auditorium, 
which can be increased to 250 by throwing 
open the ladies parlor. There will be a 
cellar under entire building. The rooms

The year 1895 will go down as one of the 
most successful in the history of the Quin- 
cy yacht club. Their races thus far bave 
all been crowned with success, their ladies’ 
day was all that could be asked and their 
open race Saturday could not have been 
more successful than it was. 

There were a large number of entries and 
by far the larger part of those that had 
entered were present to compete for the 
prizes. 

Besides those who participated in the 
race hundreds of people gathered on the 
piszzas of the club house and on the shore, 
who watched the race with interest. Many 
of these spectators were ladies and those at 
the club house were entertained with a 
promenade concert during the entire after- 
noon, 

Riding at anchor a little way from the 
float was the steam yacht Marie, upon 
which were Commodore Pettengill, a num- 
ber of the judges, friends and members of 
the press. 

For half an hour previous to the race 
the trim yachts that were to participate in 
the race were knocking about in front of 
the club house and a very pretty sight they 
made. 

Promptly at 215 the boom of the pre- 
paratory gun was heard and then there 
was hustliug among the first-class boats for 
the best positions, each striving to cross 
the line first. The fifteen minutes had 
soor elapsed and all eyes were centered on 
the eight boats to start. The wind was 
from the southwest and seemed to be fresh- 
ening rapidly, and it was evident that there 
would be no lack of wind. 

Boom went the gun and away went the 
first class, the Beatrice crossing first, with 
the Emma C., Ida J., Harbinger, White 
Fawn, Whisper, Mudjekeewis, and Heroine 
close at her heels, The Beatrice held the 
lead to the Weymouth shore but before 
rounding Channel Rock bouy had given 
way to the Harbinger, Emma C., and Ida 
dé.

The fifth women frequently makes the 
mistake of using it as a store-room for odds 
and ends, so that there are very few ideal 
bathrooms to be found. 

The properly equipped bath-room has a 
rubber or cork mat instead of a woolen 
one on the floor. It has a chest of drawers 
and a set of shelves, and in the drawers 
and on the shelves all toilet articles are to 
be found. In the drawers the face and 
bath towels are kept in quantities which 
not the utmost extravagance can exhaust. 
Wash rags and bath mittens also 


have 
their place there when they come from the 
laundry, and each member of the house- 
hold should have his or her bath belong- 
ings marked in some unmistakable man- 
ner. In one of the drawers the reserve 
supplies of soap, the unopened box of sea 
salt and the like, may be kept.

Mounting Botanical Specimens, 


The secret of obtaining fine specimens 
lies in drying them before decomposition 
has had time to take place, and applying 
as much weight as possible without injur 
ing the more delicate portions of the plant. 
The specimens should remain in the press 
till all moisture is absorbed, 


which is, in 


most instances, about a week. In herb 
aceous specimens the entire plant is easily 
preserved. Bulbous roots may be managed 
with very little trouble by sectioning the 
root when too bulky. Succulent plants 
should be immersed in boiling water before

Home Grown Seed, 

It is an advantage for the farmer to 
grow bis own vegetable seed if it is done 
rightly, but not otherwise. A great mis- 
take is made when the earliest and best 
specimens are sold and only the culls are 
left to grow for seed. When this practice 
is followed year after year, the variety is 
sure to run out; a fate which has, in fact, 
overtaken some of the excellent old va- 
rieties of potatoes, from which by most 
farmers, the small unsalable tubers were 
feeble 


saved each year to plant. Stunted, 


seed will sometimes throw good plants, 
but the general tendency is to gradually 
stunt and enfeeble the stock. 

Oo the other hand it is by 
sensible selection of seed to build up a 
better strain of any variety. Several of 
our Boston market gardeners have de- 
veloped some excellent vegetables in this 
way, and their success is often due in a 
considerable degree to the splendid seed 
they use. The longer the 
continued, the better the seed.

Atlantic Depot Fire. 


The alarm from Box 64 did not come in

A sill cock stream at the depot 
did good service before the department ar- 
rived. 

With all these streams the building was 
surrounded and the water pressure Was ex-

It was the oft expressed wish of the 
bystanders to let ber burn bat the depart- 
ment heeded them not but put out the fire. 

The upper pari of the building was occa- 
pied by Alden Packard, a night watchman 
at the Consolidated Manufacturing Co.’s 
works. 

Mr. Packard was at home alone at the 
time but was asleep and he had some difti- 
culty in getting out and it was impossible 
to save any of bis furniture which was 
practically ruined. The damage to the 
lower part of the building was by water.

—A New York contemporary says that 
the strawberry season is now at its height 
in the State of Washington, and that 
berries from five to ten inches in circum- 
ference are common.

The Philosophy of Hoeing. 


Few who have had considerable ex- 
perience in the work of the garden will be 
disposed to question the utility of the hoe 
in the production of various crops, however 
much they may differ in their estimate of 
the measure of its usefulness. Unlike some 
other implements, the use of the hoe is not 
limited to any particular purpose; it is able 
to render services of a varied character, 
and some of these services would appear to 
be not fully appreciated. By some culti- 
vators it is believed to be of value chiefly 
for the assistance it is enabled to render in 
the repression of weeds; but valuable as it 
undoubtedly is for that purpose, it is 
equally useful as a means by which the soil 
may be aerated and the moisture conserved. 
In a season of drought, like the one 
through which we are now passing, it is of 
importance to conserve the moisture in the 
soil as far as possible, and there two means 
by which the evaporation from the surface 
may be checked. One is to mulch with 
partly decayed manure, refuse straw, or 
any other vegetable matter in the pre- 
liminary stage of decay, and the other the 
maintenance of a loose surface. 

We fully appreciate the advantages of 
liberal mulchings, but in a summer like 
this but few cultivators can obtain sufficient 
materia! with which to mulch the whole, 
or, indeed, any considerable proportion of 
tbe quarters under crop; but all who have 
a hoe may, by keeping it in constant use, 
obtain the advantages, but in a lesser de- 
gree, to be derived from a coating of vege- 
table matter. To be in a position to fully 
appreciate the value of the hoe in con- 
serving moisture it is necessary to take 
into consideration some of the physical 
properties of soils and the changes that 
take place in them under certain condi- 
tions. Soils in a moderately fine state of 
division have the power, by means of 
capillary attraction, to draw up water from 
below to the surface, as proved by what 
takes place when a flower pot filled with 
soil is placed in a saucer containing two or 
three inches of water. The water rises to 
the surface of the soil, and when this 
becomes hardened from any cause it is 
acted upon by the full power of the sun, 
and evaporation proceeds at a very rapid 
rate, 

In the process of drying under the in- 
fluence of the sun strong loams and clays 
shrink materially, and presently the sur- 
face commences to crack, and if the 
drought continues, the crevices extend two 
or three feet below the surface. When 
this is the case the evaporative surface is 
enormously increased, as the moisture es- 
capes in the form of vapor from the sides 
of the crevices as well as from the surfaces, 
the plants are deprived of much of the 
moisture, with which, under more favor- 
able conditions, they would be supplied, 
and the roots are injured, some by direct 
exposure to atmospheric influences, and 
others by being deprived of the necessary 
volume of air, the compressed state of the 
soil consequent on its being dried, prevent- 
ing the air passing readily tzrough it. 

A layer of loose soil will effectually pre- 
vent cracking, and materially assist in

A Summer Sarap. Take cold boiled 
string-beans, peas, beets, potatoes, and 
asparagus tips. Slice the beets and po- 
tatoes. If you have a spare tomato or 
two and a small cucumber, peel and slice 
these and add them to the cooked 
vegetables. Mix them carefully, that you 
may not break the vegetables. Arrange 
them on lettuce leaves, and serve with a 
French dressing. 


Datnty Desert. Peel ripe bananas. 
Dip them in beaten whites of egg. Then 
roll carefully in powdered sugar, and place 
in a hot oven for five minntes. Lift them 
out on a napkin, and heap on a glass or 
silver stand. 


Bacon. Pht thin slices on a tin plate or 
pan and cook in oven till much of the fat 
is extracted and the bacon is left crisp but 
not too brown. 


Fisn Saucer. Take one quarter of a 
piut each of milk and cream, two eggs well 
beaten, salt, a dash of cayenne and the 
juice of halfa lemon. Pat it over the fire 
and stir constantly until it begins to 
thicken. Served with boiled fish. 

Cram Soup. Boil clams until their 
shells open. Remove clams from kettle 
and take from shells. Bring water to boil- 
ing point, skim and add clams and boil, 
then add a piece of butter, some cayenne 
pepper, salt if needed and serve at once.

How to Cool a Cellar. 


A great mistake is sometimes made in 
ventilating cellars and milk houses. The 
object of ventilation is to keep the cellars 
cool and dry; but this object often fails of 
being accomplished by a common mistake 
and instead the cellar is made both warm 
and damp. A cool place should never be 
ventilated, unless the air admitted is cooler 
than the air within, or is at least as cool as 
that, or a very little warmer. The warmer 
the air, the more this moisture it holds in 
suspension. Necessarily, the the 
the air, the more this moisture is condensed 
and precipitated. When a cool cellar is 
aired on a warm day, the entering air 
being in motion appears cool, but as it fills 
the cellar, the cooler air with which it be- 
comes mixed cbills it, the moisture is con- 
deased, and dew deposited on the cold 
walls and may often be seen running down 
them in streams. ‘Then the cellar is damp 
and soon becomes mouldy. To avoid this 
the windows should only be opened at 
night, and late—the last thing before re- 
tiring. There is no need to fear that the 
night air is unhealthful—it is as pure as 
the air of midday, and is really drier. The 
}cool air enters the apartment during the 
night, and circulates through it. The 
windows should be closed before sunrise in 
the merning, and kept closed and shaded 
through theday. If the

Vacation time on the farm, if it comes 
at all during the growing season, may best 
be located in August after the haying is 
over, The farmer and his family have had 
a hard pull, and the overwork and heat 
have manifested their usual wearing effect. 
The vacation should be a rest and also a 
complete change. 


Pears seem to be the best fruit for the 
hen yard. They flourish in the rich soil 
without cultivation and bear heavily. 
Apple trees also flourish, but much of the 
fruit falls upon the hard ground and is in- 
jured or left to be pecked by the fowls. 
Plums and peaches are nearly always 
short-lived in the nitrogeneous soil of the 
ben yard. Cherries do pretty well, al- 
though the soil becomes a little too strong 
for them also, and cracked bark and ten- 
der, easily broken limbs are the result. If 
the soil is not too dry, quinces will live 
and bear fairly well, but the hard surface 
soil is a trial to their shallow root system. 


The Summer Cellar. 


The cellar of the house usually attends 
to itself in winter, provided it is swept and 
kept in order, but in summer it requires 
some extra attention to keep it free from 
mould and dampness. 

Living rooms built over cellars where 
the walls are drippiag with moisture 
during summer are not healthy living 
rooms. This moisture which roils down 
the walls does not ooze through them, as 
some people imagine, any more thao the 
water on the outside of a glass of ice water 
comes from the contents within. Itis the 
result of exactly the same phenomena. 
The moisture in the cellar in this case has 
been brought in from the outside and is 
produced by opening the windows during 
the daytime, when the warm air heated by 
the rays of the sun rushes in, and coming 
in contact with the cold stone of the cellar 
walls is condensed on them, in precisely 
the same way it is condensed upon the 
glass of ice water. 

The only remedy for this is to keep the 
cellar windows shaded and shut tight dur- 
ing the entire day, opening them at night 
to ventilate the cellar when the air is 
cooled. A cellar which is whitewashed 
twice a year and ventilated in this way in 
summer will not be damp unless there is 
some special cause for it like a spring near 
the surface.—N. Y. Tribune. 


Corn Silk as a Remedy. 
Who would have thought that the silk 
on an ear of green corn was a powerful 
and efficient remedy for dropsy, for blad- 
der troubles and for the diseases of the 
kidneys?

The treatment can be con- 
tinued for months without danger or in- 
convenience,

Bousehold Receipts. 


Sweet Peacu Pickie. Pare seven 
pounds of peaches, firm open stones, Put 
in a jara layer of peaches, sprinkle very 
lightly with cloves and mace, continuing 
fruit and spices until the jar is full. Boil 
four pounds of brown sugar with a quart 
of strong vinegar a few minutes; skim it 
well, then pour over the peaches and let it 
stand till next day. Pour all back into the 
kettle and boil gently fifteen or twenty 
minutes. 


Fruit Motps. Stew two pounds of 
fruit in a little water until very soft, then 
strain through a hair sieve. Almost any 
fruit willdo. Early in the season goose- 
berries and currants are excellent for this 
purpose; but plums, especially dark ones, 
apples and quinces together, etc., are all 
good, Put the juice on to boil, adding to 
it three-fourths of its weight in castor 
sugar. When boiling stir into it a large 
cupful of sago or a little gelatine, having 
previously soaked it in cold water for 
several hours, Boil twenty minutes, or till 
transparent, pour into molds, and let it 
remain until stiff and cold. Serve with a 
little whipped cream. 


GrauAm Gems, One cupful of sour 
milk, tablespoonful of molasses, pinch of 
salt, half a teaspoonful of soda, graham 
flower to mix. 


PEACH OR CHERRY GoBBLER. Line a 
dripping-pan with paste; fill with fruit, 
sugar and flour in correct proportion; 
make fast the cover and bake one hour. 


GreEN Corn Fritters. Take a dozen 
ears of young green corn, grate them, add 
to the grated corn two tablespoonfuls of 
fresh butter, two of sifted flour, three eggs 
well beaten, whites and yolks separately, 
salt to taste and add a cupful of fresh milk. 
Pat down in spoonfuls on a well-heated 
griddle that is covered with boiling lard. 
Turn them over as soon as they brown for 
they burn easily. Butter and serve as 
soon as done, 


PINEAPPLE LEMONADE. Boil a cup of 
sugar and one pint of water ten minutes. 
Cool slightly and add one grated pineapple 
and the juice of three lemons. Cool, and 
just before serving add one quart of ice 
water. Remember not to add the syrup 
while hot to the frult juices, as it would 
develop a flavor not desirable in a bever- 
age, although it would be just right in 
making an ice. Serve this lemonade from 
& punch bowl or in small! glasses.

off the brine. Add one ounce of mace, 
one of white ginger, one of celery seed, 
one-half ounce of cloves, one-half pound of 
white mustard seed, two tablespoonfuls of 
black pepper, three pounds of brown sugar 
and one quart of vinegar. Boil until 
tender. For tomato catsup, put the 
tomatoes into a kettle, cover them closely 
and set them where they will be hot enough 
to burst. Take them out to cool, throw 
away the water which rises, then pass 
them through a sieve, and to each quart 
add two-thirds of a wineglass of salt, half 
a teaspoonful of mustard, quarter of a tea- 
spoonful of ginger, quarter of a teaspoon- 
ful of cayenne pepper, quarter of a wine- 
lass of whole cloves, quarter of 4 wine 
glass of allspice, two-thirds or a tumbler of 
vinegar and two onions (which should be 
removed after boiling). Add one wine- 
glass of brandy, boil the mixture twenty 
minutes and bottle when cold.—N. Y.

Fruit Stains. 


Fruit stains may be removed from linen 
by washing in very hot water with a little 
soda. If they are very obstinate, stretch 
the stained part over a cup of boiling 
water until thoroughly saturated with 
steam, and while so holding it with one 
band, rub salts of lemon into it with the 
other until the stain disappears; then 
leave it soaking in the hot water fora 
time, which will usually permanently 
efface all trace of it. In case this should 
fail there is left as a last resort, dipping 
the cloth in a weak solution of chloride of 
lime which has been strained through 
muslin. The danger in this lies not so 
much in the strength of the solution as in 
the length of time the material is left in it, 
and after using, the stained part should be 
washed thorougb!y in cold water.

If the reports of Chicago's, Toronto's 
and Pailadelphia’s police officers are even 
partially based on fact, the United States 
j has the unenviable distinction of having 
produced, in the person of H. BH. Holmes,

H. H. Holmes, whose real name is 
| Herman P. Mudgett, was born in Gil- 
manton, N. H., in 1860.

In 1879, while clerking 
in a store at East Concord, N. H., he be- 
gan the study of medicine, and a year 
later, entered the medical department of 
the University of Michigan at Ann Arbor.

In ancient times the water marks were 
used for the same purposes as the old inn 
signs. The old inns had dolls and bee- 
hives, horses and various other forms as 
signs. For the same reason the paper 
makers had some distinguishing mark 
which made their product distinct from 
that of other makers. 

A very famous mark of the sixteenth 
century was the handmark—a hand topped 
with a star. The jug or pot mark gave the 
name to the ** pot’ paper, while the fools- 
cap mark used on paper of a certain size 
| gave its name which it retains to this day. 

The post paper was so called because it 
bore a mark of ashield with a post horn

Corx Pupprne. Grate enough green 
corn to make three pints. Add to this four 
well-beaten eggs, two tablespoonsful of 
fresh butter, a arge teacupful of fresh 
milk, salt, pepper, and sugar to taste. 
Butter a deep baking dish and pour in the 
mixture and bake for an hour, 


PreacH MERINGUE Pie. Peel, stone 
and stew enough peaches to fill a pie plate. 
Line this with a good paste, fill with the 
stewed peaches, and bake until done. 
Draw the pie to the mouth of the oven and 
spread over it a meringue made of the 
whites of three eggs beaten stiff with three 
tablespoonsful of powdered sugar. Let 
this become a delicate brown in the oven, 
and eat the pie when it is very cold. 


Rice Loar. This affords on oppor- 
tunity of utilizing cold meat. Roast lamb, 
mutton, veal or venison are best. Butter 
an earthern dish and in the bottom spread 
a layer of warm, boiled rice, next of the 
minced meat, which bas been highly 
seasoned and moistened with a beaten egg 
and a little gravy, then add another layer 
of the rice. Steam one hour and turn out 
carefully upon a platter, pouring over the 
whole a little drawn butter or rich milk 
gravy. 


Peach TRIFLE. Two cups milk, four 
tablespoonsful of sugar, three eggs, one 
small stale sponge cake, peaches peeled and 
sliced. Make a boiled custard of the milk, 
yolks of eggs, and half the sngar. Slice 
the cake, lay it in the bottom of a glass 
dish, and heap it with the sliced peaches, 
strewing these plentifully with sugar. 
Beat the whites toa meringue with two 
tablespoonsful of sugar, and cover the 
peaches with this. Have all the ingredients 
very cold before mixing them.

An Electric Gun. 


From an electrical exchange the follow- 
ing facts concerning an invention which 


the inventor thinks wiil revolutionize the 
making of modern war ordnance are 
obtained. It is by Alvaro S. Krotz, anu 
electrician of Springtield, O. He is chief 


engineer of the Springfield street railway 
company. 

The result of this invention are a noise- 
less but deadly weapon as destructive end 
as terrible as the most powerful of modern 
cannon. The agent which the 
has employed in place of powder, gun cot 
ton or dynamite is an electric current, and 
the results of the experiments made re 


inventor 


cently were held to be as satisfactory as if 
these agencies had been used. 


Three years ago Mr. Krotz was granted 


a patent on an electric regulator, which 
has been used in the street railway power 
house ever since. Three months ago a 


second patent was granted for an improve 
ment on this regulator, and about this time 
Mr. Krotz was possessed with the idea that

made several experiments. Recently the 
gun was tested secretly and proved a si 
cess beyond expectations, 

The gun was simply a brass cylinder 
open at both ends.

Sel Faxon Cup Races. 


The first of the series of races for the 
Faxon cup, competed for by cat rigs from 
18 to 21 feet waterline measurement was 
sailed under the auspices of the Quincy 
Yacht club off the Club House on Monday 
afternoon. | 

The race was a notable one as it brought 
together eight of the crack boats of that 
measurement in the bay, including the 
famous Nancy Hanks of Kings'on. 

The weather conditions for the race were 
nigh perfect, With a good breeze from 
west-nor’-west the boats were started off 
on the-No. 1 course at 3.10 o'clock, As 
usual there was some clever jockeying by 
the skippers to get their boats just about 
ene inch from the line when the starting 
gun was fired and the blue peter on the 
judges’ stand was lowered. The Adams 
Brothers in the little Rooster lead the 
procession across, although there was not 
very much of a procession to it as the 
Opechee, Sphinx, and Kayoshk chased the 
Rooster up pretty close. | 

The race was exciting from the start. | 
There was just wind enough to give the 
boats a good sail full without spilling any 
of it. 

Kit Cleverly sailed the Sphinx but be- 
fore she had reached Grape Island buoy 
her gaff broke, disabling her so that she 
had to pull out. The Gismonda, after 
rounding the Grape Island buoy, had the 
misfortune to have a band near the mast- 
head give way. She had to pull out.

The Rooster has now the Faxon cup 
after sailing two of the most hotly con- 
tested races for small boats that has ever 
been sailed in New England waters. She 
not ouly had to down the flyers in ber own 
club and from Boston, but the South Shore 
sent up two of their invinciable creatures, 
Commodore Maglathlin’s Nancy Hanks 
of Kingston Yacht Club, and Commodore 
Melbourne McDoweli’s Fanny D. of the 
Duxbury Yacht Club. Commodore Mag- 
latblin with the ussistance of ** Johonie”’ 
Watson,—nephew of the _— celebrated 
designer and builder Nate Watson of 
Clark’s Island, Plymouth harbor,—and a 
part of the Gleane:’s crew, sailed the 
Nancy Hank's. Commodore McDowell 
held the stick of the Fanny D. He was 
assisted by John T. Cavanagh. 

It was a great race. The weather con- 
ditions were of the made to order kind. 
The wind was from the west and there was 
enough of it outside of the lee of Houghs 
Neck to push the boats along at a good 
gait. Course No. 2 was the one sailed. 

The start was a beautiful one. The 
Fanny D. was within a foot of the line 
when the gun was fired, The other boats 
were there, too. They all started in a 
banch. There were no stragglers. 

The Swirl slowly joyed ahead and 
rounded Jacknife Ledge bouy 45 seconds 
ahead of the Fanny D. and 50 seconds 
ahead of the Rooster. When she reached 
Sheep Island bouy she was but 47 seconds 
ahead of the Rooster and had increased 
her lead over the Fanny D. to one 
minute, 

After rounding Sheep Island buoy the 
boats had a chance to show what they 
could do on windward work. Good sea- 
manship and a thorough knowledge of tbe 
tides and currents then came into play. 
The Kayosbk’s skipper proved himself to 
be the most adapt in this piece of fine 
work. He stood off towards Princess Head 
to get into the West Gut current. It was 
a very shrewd move. Before the other 
boats were aware of it the Kayoshk was 
coming down towards the line like a race 
horse. The other boats were still strug- 
gling towards it.

After rounding 
Jackknife the Swirl again lead the proces- 
sion but when she rounded Sheep island 
bouy with the Kayoskh next and the 
Rooster third it took but a few moments 
to figure out that the time allowance made 
the last of the trio tirst by 34 seconds. To 
the landsman the Rooster apparently stood 
no sbow ot winning the race. The 
Kooster finally crawled up on the Swirl 
and beat her by ac'ual as well as corrected 
the Faxou cup. The 
Kaysokh came in three minutes abead of

The Heliotrope. 


Although the heliotrope is a tender 
plant, extremely sensitive to cold, it is one 
of the best plants for cultivation indoors. 
It seems to have few diseases and is usua- 
ally free from insect enemies, while with 
abundant water and sunshine and sufficient 
artificial heat it will bloom all winter long 
year after year, and it is so tenacious of 
life that when cut down to a mere stick it 
quickly shoots forth luxuriant new wood. 
in addition to all this, the more the plant 
is pruned the more luxuriantly it blos- 
soms. The blossoms should be cut with a 
considerable length of the new wood upon 
which they grow, and if at once fully 
immersed in water and then placed deep 
in a well-tilled vase they remain fresh and 
odorous for many days.—New York Sun.

Plant Propagation, 


Some very curious process for propaga- 
tion are practiced at the public gardens. 
One consists in cutting with a knife a ring 
around a branch of # plant. Ose might 
imagine that the intention was to kill the 
branch, but such is by no means the ob- 
ject in view. The cut having been made, 
a piece of wet moss is then wrapped and 
tied around the branch at that point. Be- 
neath this protection the sap exudes from 
the wound, and little rootlets are developed. 
After a few days the branch is cut away 
from the parent stem, being then itself a 
complete plant, with roots, all ready to be 
putina pot. This plan is adopted with 
plants of slow growth, because one plant 
may thus be split up into half a dozen or 
more of good size, instead of waiting for a 
seedling or slip to develop. 


The Seasoning of Stone. 


Stone, like lumber, requires seasoning. 
Stone is often spoken of as the synonym of 
solidity—** as solid as a rock,"’ we say, but, 
as a matter of fact, stone is very far from 
being solid. A cubic foot of the most com- 
pact granite, for instance, weighs about 
164 pounds, while a cubic foot of iron 
weighs 464 pounds. This plainly shows 
that in between the atoms which com- 
pose the mass of the most enduring stone 
there exists much space for air, moisture, 
etc. This seasoning of stone prior to use 
for building purposes has been well under- 
stood by the architects of all ages, but in 
the modern rush of nineteenth century 
building too little attention has been paid 
to it. Now it enters into the calculations 
of every good architect. — Scientific 
American.

On Tuesday, the opening day of the 
public schools, the enrollment of pupils 
was 3707, and later returns would increase 
the total to over 3800, as new pupils were 
allowed to enter any day this week. 

Tbe number per school is compared 
below with the enrollment when the 
schools closed in June, and shows the 
largest increase in the Washington school 
at Quincy Puint, which now has an even 
300:

The Washington, Coddington and Wil- 
lard were the only ones to show a gain on 
Monday but otbers did as the week pro- 
gressed. At the Willard temporary accom- 
modations have been provided in the attic, 
so that now 20 rooms are occupied al- 
though it is called a sixteen-room building. 

The Wollaston rooms are the most 
crowded, the average being 48, the highest 
in the city. In the low primary there are 
65 children, twice as many as there should 
be to obtain the best results; two other 
rooms have over 50 and only one less than 
40. 

At the Quincy school, Atlantic, the two 
lower grades are crowded, baving 55 and 
47 respectively, and it is said that many 
little ones at Norfolk Downs will not at- 
tend schoo! because of the distance. 

The average per room at the Adams is 
43 and is very equally divided. 
The Lincoln crowded 

primary grades. 

The Coddington is now the third largest 
school in the city, and next to the Wollas- 
ton, the average per room is the largest; 
four of the primary rooms have 50 or more 
children, 

The large increase at the Washington is

D. Howard Bitls Dead. 


Mr. Daniel Howard Bills, one of Quincy 
Point’s well known citizens, died at his 
home on South street, Thursday, in his 
78th year, Mr. Bills has not enjoyed good 
health for years but has been able to be 
about. Two weeks ago he began to fail 
and last Monday took to bis bed. Since 
then he has gradually failed until this 
morning when he passed away, the primary 
cause of his death being old age and beart 
trouble. 

He was born in Hope, Me., in 1817 and 
received his early education there. At the 
age of 21 years he began to teach school, 
atthe same time also fitting himself for 
college which he did not enter on account 
of poor health. His abilities as a teacher 
were duly recognized however, and in i841 
he was elected to the schoo! board of his 
native place, 

Io 1854 be came to Quincy and settled at 
the Point where he opened the coal yard 
now carried on by J. F. Sheppard & Son. 

Retiring from the coal business he 


for several years and finally disposed of it 
to Charles Hall, 

He Lecame affiliated with the Baptist 
church in Hope, Me., and when a church 
of that denomination was organized in 
Quincy he joined it and was one of its 
deacons until it dissolved, when he be- 
came a member of Tremont Temple, 
Boston. 

In 1856 or 1857 he was elected one of the 
school committee of Quincy upon which 
he faithfully served. He was also a justice 
of tbe peace and a trustee and director of 
the Quincy Savings bank for many years. 

In November 1550, he was united in mar- 
riage to Miss Mary Thomas of Quincy, 
who passed away some 31 yearsago. His 
only child also died in infancy. 

Few men were better known in Quincy, 
especially Quincy Pvuint, than Mr. Bills, 


who has always been looked up to as an H* 


honest, God fearing, upright min and his 
demise is lamented by all. 

Funeral services will be held Saturday 
at ll o'clock from his late residence ou 
South street.

Mead had been in bed abou: 10 minutes, 
and had just made the remark to his 
wife, **Tnank God we have a home to 
come t9 rest," when h2 beard a noise, 
then it seemed as if tbe whole p'ace had 
exploded, and was all on fire. 

He and Mrs, Mead and two young cbil- 
dren were sleeping in a room Jeading off 
the front room on the second The 
fire seemed to be burning most ftiereely in 
the Jarge front room. Mr. Mead succeeded 
in getting bis wife and cuildren out before 
they were burned, then he rushed for his 
mother’s room, which was on the third 
floor. 

To get up stairs he bad to go through 
the flames. This be did without besita- 
tion, and when he reacied ber room he 
found her banging out of the window to 
which she had gone for air, having been 
nearly suffocated by smoke. 

Mr. Mead is a large and powerful built 
man and he took his mother in bis arms 
and started with her down the two flights 
of stairs. He succeeded in shielding ber 
quite effectively from the flames as they 
passed the second floor on the way to the} 
street, but he was terribly burned Limself 
and barely made his way threugh the hall, 
which had become almost like a furnace. 

When half way down the lower flight he 
was overcome and could do no more. By 
this time there was plenty of help from 
without. Neighbors had seen the fire and 
rushed to the bouse to give whatever help 
they could. 

Analarm had been rung in from box 
641, on the Marion street engine house, at 
10 o'clock, aad this brought firemen and 
police in a moment, 

Mr. Mead and bis mother were carried 
into the next house, No 30, and here, iu | 
fact, the whole of the household were re- 
ceived and cared for. 

Mr, Mead was taken into the lower part 
of the house occupied by Wallace Phinney, 
and the elder Mrs. Mead was cared for by 
Mrs. Estelle Pitcher up stairs.

A good wax for sealing may be made of 
a pound of resin, two Ounces of beeswax, 
one and one-half ounces of mutton tallow 
melted together and run into sticks. 

} Seven pounds of fruit, three and one- 
| balf of sugar and a pint of vinegar is the 
standard proportion for all manver of 
sweet pickling. The spicing may be varied 


to suit the taste. 

Ail green fruits which are to be used for 
pickles must have a salt treatment of not 
less than twenty-four hours, either in a 
brine made of a cupful of salt to a gallon 
of water or in a salt pack. 

Never think any process “*too much 
work,’’ Read, analize and understand be- 
fore setting to do the task, and have all the 
materials and apparatus conveniently at 
hand. Even a complicated thing becomes 
simple as soon as it is thoroughly under- 
stood. The end justifies the effort.—Good 
Housekeeping. 


Rose Geranium, 


In propagating soft wooded plants, 
cuttings should be carefully taken so as 
not toinjure the parent plant. American 
Agriculturist advises as follows: With a 
sharp knife cut the terminal shoots just 
at the base of a leaf and remove the leaf 
close to the steam.

A Plea for Popular Loans. 


The success of the city of Philadelphia 
ia selling $1,200,000 of 3 per cent. bonds 
directly to individual investors, without 
the intervention of bankers, syndicates 
or promoters, presents an interesting and 
valuable object lesson in municipal finan- 
ces. It shows that a city with good 
credit doesnot need to pay commissions 
or offer special inducements for the negotia- 
tion ofa loan. When bonds bearing even 
a comparatively low rate of interest are 
offered directly to the people they can 


hardly fail to be taken; and there fs no) 


reason why cities in general should not 
adopt this method of borrowing money 
as a fixed policy. Tbe banks and brokers 
are not to blame, of course, for trying to 
make a good profit out of the handling of 
such securities, That is a part of their 
business, and they often perform a useful 
service by thus causing capital to be in- 
vested where it is required for public pur- 
poses. But this Philadephia experiment, 
the first of its kind in this country we 
believe, with the exception of the sale of 
the Government 4 per cent. bonds through 
the post offices in 1880, goes to prove that 
public loans can be placed in an easier and 
cheaper way, provided they are offered in 
small sums apd without any technical con- 
ditions, There is always more money in 
the hands of the people than is generally 
supposed, and they are glad to invest it 
when they can have assurance of safety 
and prompt payment of interest. The 
great trouble is that there is no chance for 
the citizen of small means to buy public 
securities, because they are disposed of in 
large amounts which put them beyond the 
reach of everybody but the capitalists. 
The selling of bonds in denominations of 
say $20 would provide a convenient and 
satisfactory way for persons having a little 
spare money to make good use of it— 
Beverly Citizen. 


The Antiquity of Superstitions. 


Why do people shudder when a dog 
howls near a house where lies a sick 
person? Why should touching the hump 
of a hunchback bring fortune? Why do 
people indulge in these and all other kinds 
of superstitions ? The answers to these 
questions are generally shrugs the 
shoulders, and frequently those very 
shoulder shruggers are the most super- 
stitious of mankind. Few people indeed 
have any idea that when they indulge in 
superstition they are performing the rite 
of a religion which dates back so many 
years before the advent of the Christian 
era, but such is neverless the case. 

The popular superstitions of the day 
are older than our religion and our 
customs. In the darkest of ancient history 
superstions took their rise in the shape of 
religious beliefs. The seed was sown, not 
in one place, but wherever man existed, 
for the same superstitions flourished in 
various parts of the world among nations 
who had no communication with each 
other. They were handed down from 
generation to generation, frequeutly re- 
modeled to suit the exigencies of the times, 
so that the person who today seeks the 
four-leaved clover or breaks a wishbone is 
only following in footsteps made hundreds 
of years ago.— New York Telegram.

The crown used at the coronation of 
Queen Victoria in 1838, which is said to be 
the heaviest and most uncomfortable 
diadem in Europe, contains 1,273 rose 
diamonds, 1,363 brilliants, 273 round pearls, 
four large pendant-shaped pearls, one im- 
mense ruby, four smaller rubies, one large 
sapphire, 26 smaller sapphires and 11 
emeralds. The large ruby is set in the 
centre of adiamond Maltese cross at the 
front of the crown. This stone was given 
to Edward I. by Don Pedro the Cruel, and 
worn by Henry V. at the battle of Agin- 
court, when it was set in his steel casque. 
It is peculiarly cut and its centre is hol- 
lowed out to form a setting for a smaller 
ruby. Many of the stones were taken from 
old crowns now unused and others were 
furnished by the Queen herself, They are 
placed in settings of both gold and silver 
and incase a crimson velvet cap with an 
ermine border, Four imperial arches spring 
from the four sides and support the mount, 
| which is composed of 488 diamonds, and 
the whole is surmounted by a diamond 
cross whose centre is a single rose cut 
sappbire.

Curt Your Own Feathers, 


There are few things that give a hata 
more rumpled and shabby appearance than 
an ostrich feather limp aud dejected, look- 
ing almost as forlorn as when it and its 
fellows arrived here fresh from ostrichland. 
Any one seeing an ostrich feather then 
would think it only fit for the rag bag, but « 
series of brisk scrubbings in warm soap- 
suds on a washboard, a judicious patching 
together and elimination of ragged places 
where Sir Ostrich has preened himself too 
vigorously, a curling and combing, soon 
make of the ostrich feather a thing of 
beauty and joy forever—until it gets wet— 
when the process of rejuvenation again be- 
comes necessary. 

If taken to my lady milliner or the less 
pretentions feather renovator every time 
his duty becomes imperative, the ostrich 
plume becomes imperative, the ostrich 
plume becomes metamorphosed into some- 
thing of an elephant to one who bears not 
Fortunatus’s purse; but the restorative 
process is so simple, when one knows just 
how, that every woman can readily become 
her own “ feather artist.”’ 

Have a teakettle full of boiling water ; 
shake the feather vigorously through the 
escaping steam, taking care that it does 
not get too damp. This livens up the 
plume and restores brilliancy if it has be- 
come dull and dusty. Next take a silver 
fruit knife, and, beginning with the 
feathers nearest the quill, take a small 
bunch between thumb and forefinger and 
draw gently over the blade of the knife 
until they curl as closely as desired. Fol- 
low this process up each side of the tip ; 
then take a very coarse comb, comb out 
carefully, and you have your plume as good 
as ever.— New York Times.

Rather Dangerous. 


There has been considerable complaint 
this week from users of gas and there has 
been several narrow escapes reported, 
caused by the fluctuation of pressure of 
gas in various houses. 

In many private houses in Quincy where 
gas is used, the occupants have for years 
been in the habit of leaviug one or more 
jets burning all night, and it is from these 
people that the complaint is made, 

Several families report to the PaTRIoT 
that Monday night they retired leaving a 
gas jet burning. That they were awak- 
ened later in the night to tind the house 
dark and a feeling of suffocation stealing 
over them. 

Investigation showed that the cock on 
the burner was turned on and the deadly 
gas escaping. Evidently the only thing 
that saved the occupants from death by 
asphyxiation was the fact that windows 
were left open. 

A well known gentleman in the Centre 
says that Tuesday night he left a small jet 
burning as he had done for years. He was 
awakened during the early hours of the 
morning with an oppressed feeling to find 
the house iu darkness. 

He made an investigation and found 

that although the light was extinguished 
the cock was open and the gas escaping 
into the room. He then went about the 
house and tried a number of burners and 
found them to be all right. 
The same thing happened again Tue: - 
day, but some say it will not tonight 
or hereafter as they will not burn gas all 
night. 

An effort was made to see the superin- 
tendent of the Gas company Wednesday, 
but he couid not be found. It was learned, 
however, that the company claim there 
was nothing the matter with their supply, 
and that the trouble lies in the houses. 

While this may be true, peopie generally 
do not believe it, and do not hesitate to 
say that tie trouble was caused by chang- 
ipg the pressure on the supply at the 
works, 

At any rate it is safe to say that people 
who use gas will be very careful how they 
retire nights hereafter leaving gas jets 
burning. 

At least half a dczn well-known families 
report similar experiences. 


The Nautasket Tests. 


Important tests with electricity as a 
motive power were made on the Nantasket 
beach line of the N, Y., N. H. & H.R. 
R. on Tuesday. 

The experiments were made with the 
motor cars and heavily laden flat cars 
freighted with blocks of Quincy granite. 
Twelve carloads, weighing 400 tons, were 
easily handled, but with 14 carloads, 
weighing 470 tons, the train moved slowly. 
The power shown by the motor car in this 
last test was equal to that of a 42-ton 
locomotive. 

Two motor cars were then coupled to- 
gether and attached successively to 18, 21, 
25 and 30 cars, carrying respectively 608, 
714, 883 and 954 tons, all of which loads 
were easily handled. During this test 
something gave out on the four-motor car, 
and the entire load was moved by the two- 
motor car. 

The two motor car was then attached to 
six cars, carrying 215 tons, and carried 
them to Nantasket yard.

School Committee Meeting. 


All of the members of the School Com- 
mittee were present at the adjourned meet- 
ing held Friday evening, Sept. 6 

The principal matter ucder discussion 
was providing accommodations for the 
crowded districts. 

Schools Crowded. 

Chairman Crane reported that the 
Willard, Wollaston and Quincy schools 
were very crowded. Every available space 
in these buildings had been occupied and 
something must be done as the rooms 
could not be heated. The Wollaston 
school was the most badly off for in one 
room in this building there was 51 pupils 
when the room was only intended to ac- 
commodate 35. 

He also reported that in the Willard 
there were 173 pupils in excess of the 
number the school was intended to accom- 
modate, at the Wollaston and at the 
Quincy schoo!

CHILI Sauce. Twelve ripe tomatoes, 
two onions, two green peppers, three 
lablespoonfuls of sugar, three tablespoon- 
fuls of salt, one tablespoonful of cinnamon, 
and three teacapfuls of vinegar.

PLuM AND Pear Satap. Skin large 
purple plums—choose sound fruit—also 
pears, or use pickled pears. Slice them, 
arrange them on a dish, and cover with 
mayonnaise sauce to serve with. Truffles 
added make this the most perfect of 
salads, 

PicKLED PeacuEs. Select ripe but not 
soft peaches. Do not peel the peaches, 
but wipe with a coarse cloth. For half a 
peck of peaches allow three pounds of 
granulated sugar to a pint of vinegar. Boil 
the sugar and vinegar twenty minutes, 
skim, and add a teaspoonful each of whole 
allspice, blades of mace and cinnamon and 
eight or ten whole cloves. Tie the spice 
ina thin muslin bag. Put the peaches 
into the boiling vinegar and boil until 


tender. Take them out with a skimmer, 
and spread upon dishes to cool, Then put 
them into glass jars to cool, Pour the 


hot syrup over them, 

Buanpy Piums. The plums (Green 
Gages) ought to be ripe, but not to soft. 
Take a pound of sugar to a pound of fruit, 
make a syrup of the sugar with a little 
water, just enough to keep the sugar from 
Prick the plums with a large 
needle and put in a few at a time; as soon 
as they begin to crack take them out and 
lay them on a dish. When all are done 
pour the hot syrup over the plums and let 
them stand until cold, then take the 
plums out of the syrup and put them into 
Take equal parts of syrup and white 
brandy, mix well and pour it over the 


plums. Fasten them on tight.

For some weeks past workmen have 
been engaged in changing the signals and 
switches of the main line of the N. Y. N. 
& H. H. R. R., preparatory to changing 
the system from a left hand road to a right 
hand road.

The Political Pot. 


The Democrats will make their fight 
this year in the Senatorial ard Represen- 
tative districts, as it is next year that a 
reapportionment will be made of the dis- 
tricts. In 1886 when last apportioned the 
average ratio of volers per senator was 
11,005, and both of the Norfolk county dis- 
tricts bad more than that number in each 
of its two districts,—11,930 and 11,600 re- 
spectively. There is no doubt but Nor- 
folk County will be entitled to two, as the 
percentage of gain by the recent census of 
population was above the average of the 
State. It may be suggested to drop Brook- 
line, as Cohasset was dropped in 1886. In 
the Representative districts the average 
ratio of voters per district was 1,844, and 
if the ratio remains the same the city of 
Quiucy alone would be entitled to two. It 
may be if the ratio is increased a little. 

The Republicans of Weymouth will 
probably renomina’e James H. Flint, who 
has served the district acceptably for two 


years. The party bas bat one nominee 
in Weymouth tbis year. 

The Demecrats will not elect Represen- 
tative delegates at the coming caucuses, 
but will hold a caucus later for that pur- 
pose. At this caucus they elect State, 
Councillor, County and Senatorial dele- 
gates.

Mix the spice and seasoning in 
a gallon of strong vinegar, scald, and pour 
boiling hot over the pickles. Let stand 
two days, reheat the vinegar, add a pound 
of brown sugar with the oil, and pour over 
the pickles.

Fruit and Potash.

Lightning Sets a Fire. 


A beavy thunder storm passed over this 
city about 830 Thursday night and did 
considerable damage. 

During the height of the shower a bolt 
struck the house of Hon. E. C. Bumpus on 
President’s hill and set fire to it. An alarm 
was sounded from Box 24and was imme- 
diately followed by an alarm from Box 26. 
The department had to come to the scene 
via Adams and Goffe street, and for that 
reasop it seemed longer than it in reality 
was. When they arrived the fire was in 
the roof of the L of the house and was 
soon extinguished, 

An examination of the house this morn- 
ing showed that a damage of over $200 had 
been done to the house by lightning and 
fice and that Mrs. Bumpus had a narrow 
escape. 

The bojt struck the house on the peak 
at the northerly end of the main house and 
then went into the studio where the plas- 
tering and casing were knocked off. The 
bolt then suddenly split, one portion of it 
going out at the rear end on to the roof of 
the L and setting fire to it. 

The other part went downward into the 
room occupied by Mrs. Bumpus, where the 
cord was burned on several pictures which 
fell with a crash, 

At the time the house was struck, Mrs, 
Buwpus was in this room and had her 
head cut of the window closing the blinds. 
It was directly over bead that the bolt 
struck. The portion that entered her 
room ran across the top and down each 
side of the window where Mrs. Bumpus 
stood. She received quite a severe shock 
and was stunned fora few moments but 
fortunately not seriously injured. 

Mr. Bumpus was in Boston at the time 
and a telephone dispatch was sent to him 
He arrived home on one of the late trains. 

This fire brought out what came near 
being a serious blunder on the part of the 
Water Commissioners. There was a hy- 
drant located opposite the residence of 
Mrs, Lane, but when the street was put 
through the estate of Charles Francis 
Adams it brought the bydrant in the 
centre of the entrance to the estate. 
Without notifying the Chief Engineer the 
Water Department took up the hydrant 
and carried it off and filled up the hole. 

Wednesday morning Chief Williams was 
in that vicinity arranging for Thursday's 
trial when be was informed of the above 
facts bya neighbor. He promptly waited 
upon the Water Department and ordered 
them to put the hydrant back, inside of a 
few hours, which they did. 

Had Chief Williams not discovered the 
state of affairs as he did, the result of 
Thursday night’s fire would have been 
more serious. 

The bydrants of the city are in charge of 
the Fire Department and the Water Depart- 
ment or any one else has no authority to 
move them, and this should be a good 
lesson to the Water Department. 


The Drake Sale, 


The auction sale of the property of Joho 
E. Drake on Washington street by Auc- 
tioneer Charles H. Johnson Saturday 
afternoon drew quite a crowd of moneyed 
men, and the prices realized were as large 
as expected. 

All the property was sold subject to the 
incumbrance upon it and the taxes of 1895. 

The first put up was the house on the 
corner of Washington and Edison streets, 
with about 11,000 feet of land. P. P. 
Kittredge started the ball with a bid 
of $3,000, and T, Frank Drake jumped it to 
$4,000, It then went up by hundreds an- 
til $4,500 was reached and then it went 
slowly by $10 to $4,590 when it was 
knocked off to John A. Mahoney. This 
house was assessed at $3,200 and land was 
included in the homestead. 

The second place sold was the house of 
7 rooms on Edison street occupied by E. R. 
Blanchard; this started at $2,500 and weat 
up gradually until $3,025 was reached at 
which figure it was knocked off to E. K. 
Blanchard. The house was assessed for 
$2,000 and about 13,000 feet of land was 
sold with it. The other house on Edison 
street was assessed for $2000 and with it 
was sold about 7,500 feet of land not separ- 
ately assessed. Albert Keating started the 
bidding with $2,000 and John R. Graham 
raised it to $2,100. It then ran up to $2,210 
at which figure it was knocked off to 
Charles Hall. 

The homestead was the last sold. This 
consisted of a 14 room house, a large stable 
and about 9} acres of land the assessed 
value with 10} acres being $21,000. Frank 
Drake opened the bidding at $13,000 Mr. 
Graham raised it to $15,000. There was 
some sharp bidding until $17,350 was 
reached, when obn H. Dinegan raised it 
to $17,500. Messrs. Dinegan and Graham 
then had it until $18,000 was bid by the 
latter. At this point bidding stopped and 
although the auctioneer tried hard he 
could not raise Mr. Graham's bid and it 
was finaliy knocked off to him. 


New Park Commissioner. 

Mr. Frederick H. Smith, one of the 
most efficient members of the board of 
Park Commissioners has tendered his 
resignation to Mayor Hodges and his 
Honor has accepted it with regret. 

Mayor Hodges says he is sorry to lose so 
active and ¢fficient a member of the board 
but Mr. Smith’s business interests are 
such that he felt he could not give the time 
to the board that he should and thus his 
resignation. 

The Mayor has appointed William B. 
Glover.of Atlantic, to succeed Mr. Smith.

Mayor’s veto of the schoolhouse order. 
The absent members were Councilmen 
Adams, Barker and Nickerson. 
The communication of Mayor Hodges 
Mayor's OFFICE, 


was as follows: 
Sept. 18, 1895, } 


E. W. H. Bass, Esq, President of the 
City Council: 
Dear Srir—I herewith return without 
my approval the Order No. 106, appropri- 
ating $55,000 for the building of two 


wooden schoolhouses, for the following 
reasons: 


Section 20 of the City Charter requires 
that before the City Council shal! authorize 
the erection of a schoolhouse, the plans for 
the same shall be approved by a vote and 
certified to in writing by the schoo! board. 


The obvious intent of the Charter is to 
secure only the erection of schoolhouses of 
such a character as the School Committee 
in their experience and wisdom shal! 
endorse; it is not the intention of the 
Charter to allow the Council, much less 
the Executive, any discretion to make 
alterations in the plans, 


The order referred to directs me to build 
two schoolhouses of wood according to 
plans of Randilett & Howe and authorizes 
the expenditure of $55,000 for the same. 
Neither the plans referred to or any 
specifications accompanied the order, 


The chairman of the building committee 
identifies one of two sets of plans by 
Randlett & Howe, as those which the 
Council bad in mind, and the Chairman of 
the Schoo! Committee infurms me that the 
plans indicated were in fact approved by 
the school board. Now specifications were 
considered by tbe board. 


Upon examination of the papers in the 
possession of the Clerk of the Council, I 
can find no specifications other than those 
drawn for brick buildings. 


I would suggest the necessity hereafter 
of referring to plans or specifications ac 
companying an order in a more specific 
manner than in this order. 


The plans, (and specifications when 
there are any) shoald be a part of the 
order and the pian particularly should have 
the written endorsement of the School 
Board. 


Upon careful examination of the plans 
identified, with an architect, I find tbat 
the same do not agree and that it would 
be utterly impossible to build schoolhouses 
by these plans, without making altera- 
tions. I have not the authority under 
Section 20 of the Charter. 


Furthermore, I consider it wrong from 
aconservative business point of view if 
not from a legal standpoint, to attempt to 
carry out the instructions of the School 
board and the Council in the expenditure 
of so large a sum as $55,000 in the building 
of two schoolhouses without specifications, 


The Council, if not the School board, 
must have had in view the particular 
character of the buildings contemplated 
for which $55,000 was appropriated. 


It must have been made on some esti- 
mates and these estimates should have 
been based upon specifications as well as 
plans. Yours respectfully,

The vote was reconsidered and the 
question was on passing the order not- 
withstanding the Mayor's veto. 

Councilman Bigelow thought this an 
unusual proceeding. We have never passed 
ap appropriation where building specifica- 
tions accompanied the plans. The speci- 
fications would be forthcoming upon the 
signature of the Mayor. He moved to lay 
the order on the table one week, 

Councilman Bryant objected. If the 
order laid on the table it could not go 
through in its present form. The only 
question is shall it be passed over the 
Mayor's veto. The only legal way was to 
commence all over again. The committee 
should have seen that specification accom- 
panied the plans, He asked ruling of the 
chair if any amendment could be made to 
this order now? 

President Bass ruled that the order was 
not amendable and the only question was 
passing the order over the Mayor's veto. 

Councilman Johnson hoped motion would 
prevail. Many of the Council were not 
prepared to accept Councilman Bryant's 
statement that certain things could not be 
done. 

Councilman Pinkham saw no objection 
to allowing order to lay on the table 
another week. We ought to have a full 
Council. He did not understand that 
Section 20 called for spec'fizations before 
order was ya-sed. 

Councilman Shackley thought this a 
question raised for the occasion. Fre- 
quently orders were passed and buildings 
erected without spec‘fications accompany- 
ing the plans. It was impossible here to 
get plans until we know what amount 
would be appropriated. No sane mano 
would question but what the amount 
would build two buildings. 


Randlett & Howe were approved by the 
School Committee. 

Councilman Bryant was opposed to 
wooden buildings. The longer the matter 
was delayed the better. It was a ridiculous 
statement of Councilman Shackley that 
specifications could not be presented with 
these plans. If you pass this order as it is 
now, a building could be built for any sum 
from $21,000 to $27,000. Whatisthe use 
of passing a specific appropriation unless 
you tie the executive down so that he shall 
build what the Council wants. It makes 
no difference how long this order lays on 
the table; he states he will not build be- 
cause you have not specified what you 
want. 

The specifications are the most impor- 
tant part of it. He was not in favor of 
wooden buildings in any shape or manner. 
Councilman Shackley does not understand 
how wooden furring could be attached to 
brick walls unless you bad wooden bricks, 
and yet the Council has gone and taken 
his advice. 

Councilman Shackley felt gratified to the 
gentleman from Ward Five for his advice. 
If the architect knew what the appropria- 
tion was he could make his specifications. 

Councilman Johnson thou-zht it required 
some cheek ou the part of Councilman 
Bryant to say he was glad wood was de- 
layed. He is so wise and we are so foolish 
it was too bad he was not present when 
order was passed to give his advice. 

Councilman Pinkbam asked Councilman 
Bryant if he considered that the word 
plans in the charter meant specifications as 
well? 

Councilman Bryant repiied he was not a 
lawyer and he must answer his own 
question. 

Councilman Bigelow said the Mayor has 
raised a technical point and b¢ wanted to 
cover it. He simply wanted a week’s delay 
that the couucil could get specifications. 

Councilman Bryant said in reply, if 
specifications did come before the neat 
meeting they could not be brought before 
the council. Jt would be illegal to tack 
anything on to this order and pass it over 
his veto. The specifications were for a

Hotes and Comments. 


—Those who have sailed in Boston har- 
bor this season have taken great interest in 
the breaking up of the Venetian, the large 
cattle steamer, which got upon the rocks, 
Mr. Townsend, the contractor, bas been 
given until Dec. 1, 1896 to finish the work.

Temperauce. 


Saco AppLEe PupprIna. Pare and halve 
six tart apples, lay in a deep dish and 
sugar plentifully.

Prices Then and Now. 


A citizen left with the Taunton Gazette 
seme of his old household expense bills 
which he paid in 1859 and the early sixties. 
They are interesting in comparison with 
the prices of various family necessities to- 
day and show how much greater the pur- 
chasing ability of a dollar is in 1895 than it 
was 35 years ago. Some of the prices paid 
then would make a man with a large fam- 
ily wince now, and the wages were not so 
much larger then that they balanced mat- 
ters. In 1859 this citizen was earning 
$1.50 aday. He paid 25 cents a quart for 
kerosene and 25 cents a ponnd for sugar 
and $8 per barrel for flour, Skipping to 
1865 we find the same man paying 35 cents 
for a quarter of a pound of tea, 20 cents 
for a pound of sugar, 27 cents for a quart 
of kerosene, 58 cents for a pound of butter, 

In 1866 he paid $15 for a barrel of flour, 
23 cents a quart for kerosene, 17 cents a 
pound for common sugar, $1.05 for a gal- 
lon of molasses, A bill for 1864 shows that 
flour was then $10.74 a barrel, and four 
and a quarter pounds of sugar could be had 
for a dollar, In 1865 a coal bill shows 
that family coal was $13 a ton in Taunton.
